G reat Christmas Mail Business 
If the business handled by all tho big city post- 
offices compared favorably \vi1h that of the Now York 
City postoffice, the postoffice authorities’ expecta­ 
tion that this year’s Christmas business broke all 
, postoffice records will have been justified. 
The volume of Christmas mail handled by the 
New York general office and its sub-stations ex­ 
ceeded by approximately 1,400,OOO pieces that of any 
previous year. 
The Christmas ship from Europe, 
the Leviathan, arrived tho day before the glad holi­ 
day and added 6,000 sa ck s of m all to the enormous 
total. 
So great was the volume of mail handled in tile 
New York postoffice, 
that 3,657 extra employes 
were utilized where it had been expected that 2,500 
extras would serve A e purpose. Tho peak day was 
Tuesday, when 13,185,000 piece* were cancelled. From 
the fifteenth of December to tho twenty third of the 
month, 74,520,000 pieces of first-class mail were 
bandied against 73,099,000 the previous high record 
for eight days, and between C,000.000 and 7,000,000 
pieces were handled Christmas Eve against 5,939,- 
000 last year. The estimate for tho business of Hie 
ten days from December 15 to December 24, both 
Inclusive, Is 80,000,000 pieces of mall, a volume 
•'Which simply staggers understanding. 
Back in 1923, the ten-dgy record was approximate­ 
ly 58,000,000. 
Year by year, the volume has increas­ 
ed consistently up to and including the present year, 
which may he taken as an indication not only of 
tho growing of the holiday spirit of remembering 
friends and loved ones, but also of tho growing pros­ 
perity to make such remembrances possible. 


Tho fault is not so much with the women who 
carry on this nefarious practice as with tile legal 
provisions which make such smooth banditry possi­ 
ble.

Feed the Bird* 
Snow adds greatly to the enjoyment of the holiday 
season and the white Christmas which Ohio enjoyed 
this year was regarded as a fortunate occurrence. 
But, snow brings hardship to the little feathered 
dwellers who stay in this region during the winter 
months and they are looking for us to aid them. A 
few days of thawing weather, giving them an oppor­ 
tunity to forage for food relieves them, but they face 
starvation every time it snows. 
We must give them 
succor or they will perish. 
A very little effort on the part of each bird lover 
will sustain them. 
The crumbs from the table, a 
few crusts of bread and an occasional bit of fat or 
suet will be welcome substitutions for the insects 
end worms, the seeds of weeds aud flowers, the 
larvae of insect life and bits of grain on w hich they 
live under ordinary conditions. 
Those of middle ago can remember when there 
were thousands of birds, where there are hundreds, 
possibly only scores now. In the winter season, blue 
birds were common. 
In the summer season, thou­ 
sands of wild canaries added color to the country­ 
side and filled the air with their sweet notes: 
Cat 
birds and the mocking birds of the North were 
plentiful and the thrush was found everywhere.

SPEEDING AND L IF E INSURANCE 
Some life insurance policies—-and possibly some 
accident policies, as well- specifically exempt the 
companies from all obligations, in tho event the per­ 
sons Insured are killed or injured while committing 
crimes. 
Tho supreme court of a western slate has Just 
held that driving an automobile at an illegal speed 
rate as one of tho crimes that vol! an insurance 
policy of this type. 
Tho insured was speeding his 
car above tho legal limit when killed in an acci­ 
dent. 
The insurance company resisted payment of 
the claim, on the ground that the crlma of ammd- 
tn n votden tno policy. 
The trial court ruled agarnst 
the company, but the state supreme court has now- 
reversed <Whe trial court, holding that the claim need 
not be paid. 
In view of this decision, drivers of motor cars 
everywhere would do well to examine their insur­ 
ance policies when next tempted to speed their auto­ 
mobiles. or to violate in any other way tho traffic 
laws. 
The recent decision, of course, holds good 
only In the state in which it was made. 
But it Bets 
a precedent, and courts of other stales may be 
guided by it. 
Should courts everywhere begin holding that vio­ 
lations of traffic laws are crimea wit it in the mean­ 
ing of the crime clauses written into many insur­ 
ance policies, then the beira of the driver felled by 
a police bullet while fleeing from tho scene of an 
accident would lose their insurance money, In the 
same way the heirs of a driver ki’led while speed-, 
itig would lose theirs. 
So would the heirs of the 
drunken driver, anil the heirs of tho driver plunging 
to his death against the warning of a stop sign.—

R einhardt Thiessen. of the Bur­ 
eau of Mines, said today th at to 
learn

coal, 
experts

starte d a close study of the 
Hawk Island Swamp, in M anito­ 
woc county, Wls. 
This area is a 
typical wooded bog form ed by un­ 
even deposits after the retreat of 
the last Ice Age. 
It is hoped to discover 
more 
definitely 
w hat plant substance 
contributed to coal and w hat are 
now their chem ical and physical 
jg natures,” T hiessen and R. C. John 
son, also of the bureau said. 
Plant Chemistry. 
“ A work of this kind includes 
tho 
study 
and 
consideration of 
every compound and product of all 
plants. The chem istry of plant sub 
stances is well known. Only one 
chief Im portant constituent, lignin, 
defies solution. T his is the m ost 
im portant contributor to peat and 
coal.” 
It was explained th a t the re ­ 
search Involves the chem istry of 
decay, the action of fungi, bacteria, 
actinom yces, burrow ing Insects and 
others low er organism s. During the 
last ten years m uch has been learn­ 
ed of the chem istry of decay a l­ 
though th ere Is yet m uch research 
to be done In this branch of the 
science. 
Bacteria in Peat. 
“It has been satisfactorily prov­ 
ed th at bacteria exists In peat and 
are functioning to all depths of the 
deposit," T hiessen said. 
“A large num ber of inoculations 
have been m ade from th e top to 
the bottom of several peat deposits, 
and It is ra re th at cultures are not 
obtained. 
“These cultures are being propa­ 
gated on wood in the form of saw ­ 
dust and shavings, on cellulose and 
on other plant m aterials contained 
in flasks and bottles w ith proper 
m ineral culture 
solutions; 
they 
were still in activity after seven to 
nineteen m onths. 
A vailable nitro­ 
gen is essential for their activities.

per cent of the farms in Indiana

Hoosier farms had radios. The per­ 
centage was 34 in the more pros­ 
perous farming regions, but the low 
number in barren districts lowered 
tho average to 22 per cent.
